S.O. 961(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 7 and 8A of the National Highw ays Act, 1956 
(48 of 1956) and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Shipping, Road T ransport 
and Highways number S O. 355(E), dated the 21st of March, 2005 except as respects things done or omitted to be done 
before such supersession, the Central Government having regard to the expenditure involved in building, maintenance, 
management and operation of the part of National Highway No. 4 in the District Pune, in the State of Maharashtra that is, 
“construction of additional two lanes with tunnel including strengthening existing two lane stretches of National Highway 
No. 4 from km. 773/00 to km. 781/00 in Khambatki Ghat between Pune and Satara” , interest on the capital invested, 
reasonable return, the volume of traffic and the period of concession agreement dated the 16th November, 1998 entered into 
with M/s Ideal Road Builders Limited, 501, Dattashram Hindu Colony, Lane No. 1, Dadar, Mumbai - 400014, to build operate 
and transfer the “construction of additional two lanes with tunnel including strengthening existing two lane stretches of 
National Highway No. 4 from km. 773/00 to km. 781/00 in Khambatki Ghat between Pune and Satara” hereby notifies that 
there shall be levied and paid fees on mechanical vehicles for the use of facility at the rates specified in the schedule below 
and authorizes the said M/s. Ideal Road Builders Limited to collect and retain fees on mechanical vehicles at the rates 
specified in the schedule given below from the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette till the next 
revision takes place.

Notes: When the same vehicles has to cross the toll plaza more than once in a day, the user shall have the option to pay one 
and half times the above rates while crossing the facility 7 in the first trips itself or if the vehicles has to use the facility 
continuously and quite frequently for entire month or even beyond that for much longer period, the vehicle owner can have 
a monthly pass on the payment of charges equal to 30 single rate applicable to it as specified in the Schedule above. 

2 Following types of vehicles are exempted from the fee specified in the Schedule, namely:— 

(A) (i) Defence Vehicles, 

(ii) Vehicles having VIP symbols, 

(iii) Police Vehicles, 

(iv) Fire-Fighting Vehicles, 

(v) Ambulances, 

(vi) Funeral Vans, 

(vii) Vehicles belonging to the Department of Posts and Telegraph, 

(viii) Central Government and State Government Vehicles on duty. 
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(B) The vehicles having “VIP" or officially belonging to 

(i) the President of India; 

(ii) the Vice-President of India; 

(iii) the Central and State Ministers while in vehicles; 

(iv) the Leaders of Opposition in Lok Sabha/Rajya Sabha/State Legislature having the status of Cabinet Minis¬ 
ters while in vehicles; 

(v) the Governors of States; 

(vi) the Lieutenant Governors of Union Territories, Executive Councilor; 

(vii) the Speakers or Chairman of Central and State Legislature; 

(viii) the Members of Parliament on production of Identification card issued by the Parliament; 

‘ (ix) the Members of Legislative Assemblies/Legislative Councils within the State on production of Identifica¬ 
tion Card issued by the State Legislature and Legislative Council; 

(x) a Foreign dignitaries on State Visit of India; 

(xi) aForeign diplomats stationed in Indian using cars with CD (Car Diplomatic) symbols. 

(C) The vehicles belonging to Winners of the Gallantry Awards such as, Param Vir Chakra, Ashoka Chakra, Maha Vir 
Chakra, Kirti Chakra, Vir Chakra and Shaurya Chakra on production of ID Card authenticating the A ward by the Competent 
Authori ty. 

3. The above-mentioned rates shall be displayed on a board erected in the vicinity of the toll station. The height of 
the display boards and size of the letter’being such that it is easy for drivers to read the display boards and they shall be 
legibly written or printed in English, Hindi and the Regional Language of the area in which the stretch is situated. The said 
M/s. Ideai Road Builders Private Limited or its authorized legal representative shall give a receipt to the payer for the fee 
collected.
